But pre-conven- 
tion strategy does not move as last 
now as it will when the balloting be- 
gins and only if every leader could 
appraise at its true value the promises 
of support, he -has been given gould 
it be possible to form a definite esti- 
mate of strength. 


To date there is a growing combina- 
tion which has for its primary ob- 
ject the defeat of McAdoo because un- 
til he is eliminated 
there 
is little 
chance of Smith or any of the darlf 
horses. So the entire field has been 
combed for a working- coaltion which 
will operate constantly against Mc- 
Adoo in as many ballots as shall be 
necessary. 
The hand of the anti-McAdoo forces 
having been shown 
his supporters 
have redoubles their efforts to hold 
their lines and even McAdoo him- 
self has been receiving delegates for 
the last twenty-four hours arguing 
with them in person about the need 
for a progressive candidate. 
McAdoo's speech denouncing cer- 
tain New York newspapers for allei;- 
ed unfair treatment Is also a . part 
of the preconvcntion Wrategy. the 
same representing an effort to win 


make as big a showing on the first 
five- ballots as possible so,as to keep 
the anti-McAdoo forces from becom- 
ing too strong. In order to So this 
the word has been passed that If .Mc- 
Adoo should be .eliminated he w6uld 
cast his strength In;this or that di- 
rection.

The colonists are known in Virginia 
as "Cubans," and in North Carolina 
as Croatan Indians. They claim to be 
dependents of the "Lost Colony", 
which was sent to America by Sir 
Walter Raleigh in 1587, and which It 
of unusual historic interest.

and Eleanor Dare, the parents of Vir- 
ginia Dare, the first whlu child to b« 
born In tit* United Mates, were mem- 
bers of the colony, and the mysterious 
disappearance of the settlers while 
John White was away in England for 
supplies Is an enigma In American 
history. When White set out on the 
return to England If was agreed that 
those who decided to go elsewhere, 
should carve the name of the place 
to which they had gone on the trunk 
of a tree, also If they were forced to 
leave under any great straits of dis- 
aster they would carve a cross above 
the name of the place where they had 
gone. White was delayed in England 
for three years on account of the war 
between 
England and 
Spain, and 


when he returned to Roanqke Island, 
the houses were empty and the grass 
was—growing in the village. 
A few 


soiled books and torn pictures and 
the word carved on a tree, Croatan. 
were the only things to 'be found. 
Croatan was an island about forty 
miles from Roanoke Island, and it is 
thought that the colonists went there 
and became absorbed by the Indian 
tribes. There are about 300 Indiana 
in the colony near Christie, and it Is 
believed 'that they are related to the 
lost colony, as they came to this place 
from Roanoke Island- 
They are al- 


lowed separate schools and are for'- 
bldden to intermarry with white or 
colored people in the two states. They 
are 
permitted to vote under the 
Grand Father Clause. The school is 
under the supervision of the superin- 
tendent of schools of Person county, 
N. C-. and the legislatures in both 
states have set aside appropriations 
to aid the school work. They now 
have native teachers, although white 
teachers were formerly employed.

The city health officer today called 
attention to a new state law design- 
ed to protect the health ot cities. The 
State. Sanitary Law as It is known 
and which became effective on June 
17th. This law. in substance, provides 
that all human habitation within a 
radius of half a mile of any city shall 
be equipped with adequate sanitary 
arrangements, so constructed as to 
•creen out flies which are germ car- 
riers and which usually carry typhoid 
fever. The law further provides that 
If the landlord falls to meet the re- 
quirements of this law. the tenant 
upon order of the health officer, shall 
do what is required to meet the law 
deducting hto expense in so doing K 


measure curtail 
typhoid 
infection. 
The law now effective is part of the 
penal code. Violation of it is a mis- 
demeanor punishable by a fine of $25. 
Dr. Garnett pointed put this morn- 


ing that cities in Virginia have long 
since prescribed *ueh a. law in city 
ordinances but the fact that there wa* 
non-controlling measure on persons 
living bejond. the corporate limit*. 
city dwellers have been exposed to In- 
. fection coming from the exempted 
I zone. By increasin" the scope of city 
laws bv" state enactment the danger 
of germs being carried by flies 1* re- 
duced. 
The duty of enforcing this law will 


fall on the" county police and present* 
no light task as it virtually means 
that all houses within the half milt 
radius surrounding Danville mutt be 
visited and examined.

ence of Woodrow Wilson's "last poli- 
tical will and testament" is to some 
extent grabled and misleading Sen- 
ator Glass, according to a story in 
this morning's New York Times, last 
night admitted that "shortly before 
Wilson died he drew up a memoran- 
dum of his political views, and that 
he among others "received a copy of 
this tentative memorandum". 
Senator Glass denied that Mr. Wil- 


son prepared the paper in the "round 
table manner" the article indicated, 
and said that he "did not assist In 
drafting it". 
He went on to say: "Without exact- 


ly knowing the facts. I should say that 
it came about in some such manner as 
this: Mr. "Wilson continued to take 
until his death a keen interest in 
political affair*. He was in constant 
communication with men who were 
prominent in the affairs of the Demo- 
cratic party, and many of them vis- 
ited Him and from them he learned 
their views on matters affecting for- 
eign and domestic policy. With a 
Democratic national convention per- 
haps only six months off he not un- 
naturally put down some general 
views and among others received a 
copy of this tentative memorandum." 


Mr. Glass added that the purported 


memorandum Is not correct, but did 
not specify the points of variance from 
the Wilson paper further than to say- 
that he did not recall that Mr. Wilson 
referred to some of matters quoted. 
This mornings* Time* news article 
quoting Senator Glass concludes by 
saying In effect the Wilson memoran- 
dum is very similar to the Virginia 
platform. 
"In effect." the article 


said, "there is no difference between 
the two in language, the similarities 
are sometimes quite close.
